Realistic 
Toy Horse 


A renlistie toy which makes 
the ordinary, rocking horse as 
out of date as a pre-war ate 
tomohile, the “Bronco" was the 
reanlt of a brainwave which 
came to Harry Sebel almost in 
a flash at the end of a long con- 
ference. 

Bafore the war, the firm made 
architectural ironwork, while 
during the war it concentrated 
on gun-wheels, radar masts, 
tank parta and afbreraft com- 
ponents, torpedo’ racks ang s€c- 
tions for the famous ‘Mulberry 
Harbour.” The staff had to be 
expanded enormously and when 
Sebel was trying to think of 
way of keeping his empluyecs 
on when the war ended, he 
‘thought of toys. 

Toys scemeg the quickest sin 
safest way of securing stable 
employment for his workers, 
for a customer for toys ix born 
nearly every minute! Then he 
hit on an ideg that was to re- 
volutionise the toy-makinge in- 
dustry-—a “galloping rocking 
horse.” 

He rapidly sketched a simple 
mechaniam that would enable 
almost any animal toy te move 
ata speed of four miles an 
hour. A model was made up, 
and in taxidermist’s shop in the 
Old Kent an he found the 
body for it. few days later, 
a full-size Iebva was walking 
about In hia backyard, It is to- 
day g treasured museum piece. 

Stuffed animal skins, how- 
ever, proved impracticable, An 
artist designed the desired 
animal in clay and then made 
4 plaster east from his original. 
Eventually the moulds taken 
from these sculptudes were re- 
produced hy giant presses in 
«heet steel, 

The result is’ the, “Bronco"— 

o “herae” that Iooks the real 
thing in miniature, which gal- 
‘ops indefinitoly, fast op slow, 
as the rider wishes. There is 
no complicated mechanism, no 
clockwork. Mounted sturdily 
4 on its own four legs it is safer 
than most rocking horses, and 
is ridden the same way as any 
irdinary horse, 

Although it is the “most 
spectacular, the ‘“Rronco” is 
only part of the Sebel runge of 
toys, none of which follow the 
stereotyped patterns, yet all of 
which have been time-tested and 
proved to more than live up to 
the claima made for them
